AUTOMATIC KITCHENS. 
Some Up-to-date Appliances for Domestic Use. 


Tun plate washer is one of the most useful of 
modern kitchen appliances, and saves an infinity of 
trouble in the cleansing of — besides consider- 
ably reducing the chances of breakages. 

he plate washer is a round case about three feet 
in height made usually of wood, and just the size of 
an ordinary dinner plate in diameter. It will hold 
about a dozen plates, which are placed over each 
other in the case about two inches apart. 

The case is then put beneath a tap of running 
water, and as the water pours in the inside of the 
case containing the plates rapidly revolves, and in a 
few seconds every plate is thoroughly cleansed. 

The cooking ni is another useful invention uf 
the genius who devotes his time and thoughts to the 
improvement of the kitchen apparatus. This alarm 
is a small, sharp - sounding bell which can be fixed on 
to any particular pot, pan, or oven, and set to sound 
at a certain time. 

By this means the cook’s attention is called to an 
particular dish directly it has been sufficiently 3 

The automatic grill is another handy invention. 
This is an ordinary iron grill with two movable iron 
stays, which turn the chop or steak automatically on 
the grill during the cooking process. 

A machine was recently invented for washing knives 
and forks. It consists of an oblong iron tank about a 
foot in length, and a couple of inches in depth. A 

I catcher works in and out at each side of the tank, 
wMich is filled with water, and is placed beside the 
pile of knives and forks to be cleansed. 

The catcher at one side catches up a fork, draws it 
into the machine, and it through the water. 
The fork is then driven out by the catcher on the 
other side, dried and cleaned. The machine also :¢- 
gisters the number of knives and forks cleaned. The 
cost of one of these machines is at present about £50. 

A patent was taken out recently in New York for 
an o stove, which the inventor claimed was 
capable of cooking twenty-five dishes simultaneously 
in twenty-five different compartments, the heat of 
each compartment being regulated by a separate 
ewitch.

But when the tip ceases to be voluntary, and be- 
comes compulsory, and part of a regular system, then 
injury is done to the community. The tipping of 
waiters is compulsory tipping. 

A man does not hand twopence, threepence, or six- 
pence to the waiter in generous token of services 
rendered, but because an iniquitous custom forces 
this sum out of him. 

A customer knows that, unless the tip is given, he 
will be followed by angry looks, perhaps a spoken pro- 
test, and that tho next time he enters the restaurant, 
he will be treated with scant courtesy. 

Besides that, he knows quite well that the tip he 
did not give was anticipated by the poor waiter for 
his véry bread and butter, and that by not giving it, 
he has done that man an injustice. 

Tipping, in the case of waiters, is rank tyranny 
against the public. It forces the customer to pay tho 
1 * of another man's servant. 

he hotel or restaurant proprietor reaps enormons 
profits by his business, yet he engages his principal 
servants on an entirely unpaid basis. He entitles 
himself to their constant labour, without paying him 
a wage. For, as the writer in a recent issue of P. N. 

mted out, waiters in restaurants are expected to 
ive entirely on the proceeds of tipping. 

Why should the public pay the waiter’s wages for 
his attendance at table any more than they pay those 
of the shop assistant who hands articles over the 
counter, and takes endless trouble, the bus conductor 
who clicks his ticket, or the postman who delivers his 
letters? 5 

It is a monstrous thing that the entire wages of 
such a huge class as waiters should be thus extorted 
from the public pockets. So much for the point of 
view of the customer.
